Fakes  and  Forgeries 

Thomas  W.  Keener  wrote  a very  interesting,  useful,  and  much  needed  piece  in  the  NI 
BULLETIN  November,  1992  issue  (pp.225-238).  However,  it  should  be  pointed  out 
that  the  word  FAKE  has  a very  specific  meaning,  as  against  the  word  FORGERY. 
A fake  is  a genuine  piece  which  has  been  altered  to  make  it  appear  to  be  something 
which  it  is  not.  In  philately  fake  overprints  are  common  - but  the  stamp  is  perfectly 
genuine.  A FORGERY  is  created  from  scratch.  I suggest  that  the  correct  use  of 
these  two  words  is  helpful  to  the  collecting  world  in  accurately  defining  what  is 
wrong  with  the  piece.  What  follows  could  arguably  be  called  pedantic  but  your 
readers  may  find  it  interesting. 

A forgery  is  not  necessarily  illegal,  e.g.  on  the  basis  of  "if  you  can’t  beat  them  join 
them"  some  Chinese  Emperors  allowed  forged  coins  to  be  used.  A counterfeit,  on  the 
other  hand,  implies  illegality  and,  as  the  early  colonial  notes  of  America  state  "To 
counterfeit  is  death!"  The  much  abused  term  REPLICA  also  has  a specific  primary 
meaning.  It  is  an  exact  copy  made  by  the  original  maker.  Most  dealers  use  the  word 
instead  of  the  more  correct  "Facsimile"  (an  exact  copy).  One  day,  perhaps,  an  art 
dealer  is  going  to  be  sued  for  describing  "a  Picasso  replica"  when,  in  fact,  it  is  only 
a facsimile.  No  two  words  in  the  English  language  mean  precisely  the  same  thing 
when  given  their  primary  meaning.  Common  English  usage  may  make  them  come 
to  mean  the  same  thing  - usually  through  slovenly  use.  Mr.  Keener  suggests  that 
definitions  when  researched  in  the  Coin  World  Almanac  would  "daze  both  the  readers 
and  the  author".  In  fairness  to  the  Almanac  it  does  not  set  out  to  be  an  authority  on 
the  English  language.  Reference  to  a dictionary  would  be  more  appropriate. 

Mr.  Keener  makes  the  point  that  file  marks  on  coins  prior  to  1600  AD  are  most  likely 
to  be  done  by  present-day  collectors  or  dealers.  Some  of  us  would  find  that  hard  to 
go  along  with.  Perhaps  Mr.  Keener  could  develop  his  point  and  give  some  reasons. 

Over-all  please  let  me  congratulate  Mr.  Keener  on  making  a start  on  unravelling  these 
problems.

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Regarding  brass  cash-type  coins  of  Xinjiang  Province 


Mr.  Keener’s  report  on  identifying  Chinese  fakes  (November  1992  issue)  brings  up 
some  good  points  to  consider.  I would  like  to  comment  on  one  aspect  that  he  seems 
to  stress  that  could  cause  some  collectors  to  consign  perfectly  good  coins  to  the 
melting  pot. 

Cash-type  coins  of  Xinjiang  Province  cast  in  brass  are  not  rare,  even  though  Mr. 
Keener  says  he  hasn’t  seen  any.  In  the  past  few  years  a few  books  dealing 
exclusively  with  the  cast  cash  of  Xinjiang  were  published  in  China,  the  most  recent 
being  the  magnificent  Xinjiang  Qianbi  (Xinjiang  Numismatics),  superbly  printed  in 
Hong  Kong  and  published  simultaneously  there  and  in  Urumqi,  Xinjiang,  in  1991. 
Three  other  recent  books,  all  softcover  in  Chinese,  two  from  Taichung  in  Taiwan  and 
one  from  Shanghai,  have  some  out  since  1982. 

All  these  books  identify  many  coins  produced  in  brass.  Most  are  types  made  in  both 
red  copper  and  brass,  and  most  are  multiple-cash  types.  Xinjiang  Numismatics 
identifies  only  five  types  of  brass  coins,  all  multiple  cash,  but  the  other  books  list 
many  more.  Xinjiang  Numismatics,  by  the  way,  is  bilingual  in  both  Chinese  and 
English. 

So  don’t  automatically  toss  out  your  brass  cash  of  Xinjiang.

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LEYTE  PROVISIONAL  NOTES

We  all  know  that  collecting  coins  and  banknotes  can  provide  a great  wealth  of 
historical  information.  I would  like  to  share  an  example  of  how  the  Standard  Catalog 
of  World  Paper  Money  (SCWPM)  helped  to  dramatically  increase  my  knowledge  of 
both  history  and  of  paper  money. 

Over  the  years  I’ve  had  a number  of  examples  of  Philippine  guerrilla  (emergency) 
notes  which,  while  not  very  attractive,  are  important  historical  documents  of  World 
War  II  in  the  Philippines.  Whenever  I picked  up  a piece  I would  read  the  Provincial 
headnote  in  the  SCWPM  and  often  I would  be  intrigued  enough  to  read  some  of  the 
history  of  that  area  during  the  War. 

I remember  being  interested  in  the  catalog’s  description  of  the  printing  of  the  1943 
Leyte  notes  (SCWPM,  Vol.  I,  5th  Edition,  p.  748).  The  resistance  on  Leyte  was  so 
desperately  short  of  money  that  they  sent  to  Mindanao  for  help,  and  the  United  States 
Forces  in  the  Philippines  sent  a Lt.  Iliff  D.  Richardson  to  Leyte  with  details  on  how 
Mindanao  had  issued  money. 

A civilian  Free  Leyte  Provisional  Government  was  set  up  to  authorize  the  issuance 
of  money  and  upon  its  order,  according  to  the  SCWPM: 

Lt.  Richardson  was  assigned  to  get  printing  underway.  There  was  no 
printing  press  available,  or  any  type  of  printing  supplies.  A single 
hard-carved  wooden  printing  plate  was  made  for  the  face  and  back  of 
each  denomination,  along  with  seals  and  facsimile  signatures.  Ink  was 
made  from  "RIT"  dye,  a product  used  in  dying  cloth.  Notes  were 
stamped  by  hand,  one  side  at  a time,  on  precut  paper.  The  first 
delivery  of  the  "new"  Leyte  currency  was  on  August  24. 1 

Over  the  years  I had  read  bits  and  pieces  about  the  Japanese  occupation  on  Leyte  and 
the  resistance  to  it,  but  never  came  across  anything  more  on  Lt.  Richardson  or  the 
printing  of  the  banknotes. 

Then,  about  a year  ago,  I was  looking  at  some  old  books  in  a stall  at  one  of  the  local 
"flea  markets".  I came  across  a volume  called  American  Guerrilla  in  the  Philippines, 
by  Ira  Wolfert.  The  book  was  in  pretty  decent  shape  for  a 1945  printing,  the  subject 
looked  interesting,  I know  that  Wolfert  was  a very  good  war  correspondent,  and 
finally  the  price  was  reasonable;  so  I bought  the  book. 

When  I finally  got  around  to  reading  it  I was  very  pleasantly  surprised,  stunned  is 
probably  more  accurate,  to  find  that  the  book  was  the  autobiography  of  Lt.  Iliff  D.

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Richardson’s  years  in  the  Philippine  Resistance,  as  told  to  journalist  Ira  Wolfert.  I 
had  inadvertently  bought  exactly  the  book  I had  been  looking  for  so  many  years! 

Besides  being  a very  interesting  account  of  the  guerrilla  war  against  the  Japanese  the 
book  contained  a fair  amount  of  information  on  the  monies  used  during  the  war. 
Much  of  this  I hadn’t  known  before. 

Just  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Leyte  notes  of  1943  listed  in  the  SCWPM,  the 
Guerrillas  had  been  paying  for  goods  in  "U.S.  Army  voucher  receipts"  designed  by 
Lt.  Richardson  after  a pre-war  model.  These  were  necessary  because  they  did  not 
have  the  money  to  buy  the  paper  and  ink  that  they  needed  in  order  to  print  money! 
There  is  no  description  of  the  wording  of  these  vouchers  but  apparently  they  were 
used  in  payment  to  Filipinos  who  brought  goods  in  to  the  troops  and  also  to  local 
Chinese  whose  goods  were  confiscated. 

As  to  the  printing  of  the  1943  notes,  here  is  what  Lt.  Richardson  had  to  say  (the 
proclamation  is  that  announcing  the  creation  of  the  Free  Leyte  Provisional 
Government  as  mentioned  in  the  SCWPM): 

"The  mint  ran  out  of  paper  to  make  money  before  the  proclamation  was 
issued.  My  idea  was  to  have  the  army  print  its  own  money,  but  Quezon2 
refused.  He  said  that  must  remain  the  province  of  the  civil  government.  I 
imagine  he  figured  it  would  be  too  easy  for  an  army  to  balance  its  books.  The 
proclamation  put  the  mint  back  in  business. 


A jeweler,  who  did  engraving  on  the  side,  made  wood  blocks  for  us.  I had 
some  of  Fertig’s  Mindanao  money  as  a model  but  Kangleon3  insisted  on 
adding  pictures  to  it  - a carabao,  a nipa  hut,  local  scenery.  It  looked  nearly 
official  by  the  time  we  finished. 

We  started  off  on  the  20-centavo  bills-paper  dimes.  The  mint  worked  on  an 
assembly-line  basis  in  an  old  school-house.  One  man  would  cut  the  paper  to 
size,  another  would  place  it  in  a frame,  stamp  the  wood  block  into  a pad  of 
ink,  then  press  it  onto  the  paper.  The  ink  had  to  dry  before  the  paper  could 
be  turned  over  to  be  printed  on  the  reverse  side.  It  took  a long  time. 

I am  no  good  at  cost  accounting,  but  after  a week  I began  to  get  worried. 
There  were  nine  men  there  and  in  a week  they  had  not  printed  up  enough 
money  to  pay  themselves  their  own  salaries.  I made  a rough  stab  at  working 
out  the  expenses  and  found  out  it  was  costing  us  40  centavos  to  print  one  20- 
centavo  bill.  After  that,  we  had  new  blocks  made  and  stuck  to  20-peso  bills, 
where  each  bill  represented  a profit  of  19  pesos  and  60  centavos-$9.80.  We 
had  been  authorized  to  issue  2,500,000  pesos.

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We  did  not  worry  about  counterfeiters.  We  had  all  the  paper  there  was.  We 
used  all  kinds.  We’d  have  used  toilet  paper  if  we  could  have  got  it.  Some 
of  our  money  was  printed  on  wrapping  paper,  some  on  Grade  3 notebook 
paper,  lined  and  all.  We  ran  out  of  dye  pretty  fast.  That  was  the  fault  of  the 
women.  The  women  there  made  their  own  clothing  out  of  abaca  fiber-a  rope- 
colored  Manila  hemp.  They  couldn’t  stand  looking  all  alike,  so  we  were  out 
of  dyes.  In  the  end  we  made  our  own  ink  by  taking  a crude  oil  lamp,  putting 
a hood  over  it,  and  trapping  the  soot.  We  mixed  the  soot  with  glycerin  and 
printed  news  sheets  as  well  as  money  with  it."4 

This  is  a pretty  fascinating  account  of  the  printing  of  paper  money  in  an  operation  a 
long  way  from  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing! 

I,  for  one,  am  going  to  be  looking  at  the  Leyte  1943  notes  PS-403  to  PS-410  quite 
differently.  It  sounds  like  some  very  interesting  varieties  in  both  paper  and  ink  will 
be  found  if  these  notes  are  studied  closely. 

I am  certainly  glad  that  I found  the  book  and  it  shows  just  how  important  it  is  to  read 
the  catalog.

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ENGRAVED  COINS  AND  OTHER  ODDITIES

Every  so  often  the  dedicated  frequenter  of  dealers’  rummage  trays  comes  upon  an 
ordinary  coin  which  has  been  "doctored"  in  some  way.  I have  two  such  pieces  in  my 
collection.  The  obverse  of  the  first  (Fig.  la)  is  fairly  easy  to  identify  as  the  Grocers’ 


Arms  of  a mis-struck  Manchester  Promissory  Halfpenny  of  17931.  However,  the 
reverse  is  not  the  usual  East  India  Company  bale  mark.  In  fact  the  reverse  (Fig.  lb) 
looks  like  it  was  never  actually  struck  at  all.  Rather  it  seems  as  if  someone  engraved 
on  a blank  reverse  the  letters  IREL  with  a T below,  the  letters  being  framed  by  what 
looks  for  all  the  world  like  old-fashioned  iron  girder-work!  What  the  significance  of 
all  this  is,  I have  no  idea,  but  it  is  tempting  to  assume  that  the  piece  is  the  result  of 
some  bored  mint-worker  doodling  with  an  engraving  tool  on  a mint  reject! 

My  second  piece  is  more  puzzling.  It  appears  to  be  an  early  19th  century  halfpenny 
that  was  in  circulation  for  so  long  that  it  was  worn  almost  perfectly  smooth.  One  side 
is  blank,  but  into  the  other  (Fig.  2a)  someone  has  literally  punched  the  same  head-in- 
a-cartouche  design  five  times  over  - so  forcefully  that  the  circular  shape  of  the

original  coin  has  been  distorted.  Fig.  2b  is  an  enlargement  of  this  curious  looking 
head,  whose  pointed  chin  may  well  be  a beard.  What  it  is  supposed  to  signify,  I have 
no  idea.  Someone  had  clearly  gone  to  the  trouble  of  engraving  a die  with  the  head, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  they  made  it  solely  to  use  on  this  old  coin. 
Presumably,  therefore,  the  die  was  made  for  some  other  purpose  - but  what?  If 
anyone  recognises  it  from  somewhere,  please  do  let  me  know. 
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From  time  to  time  at  my  local  public  library  I like  to  delve  into  the  pages  of  that 
magnificent  old  journal  Notes  and  Queries , and  it  was  on  one  of  these  expeditions 
that  I uncovered  some  references  to  similar  numismatic  oddities  that  I though  might 
interest  other  readers  of  the  NI  BULLETIN.  In  fact,  it  was  the  discovery  of  these 
snippets  which  prompted  me  to  dig  out  the  two  oddities  just  described  above  from  a 
forgotten  corner  of  my  own  collection,  and  to  make  an  article  of  them.  However, 
now  to  Notes  and  Queries.... 

In  November  1871 2 a certain  W.  D.  Sweeting  of  Peterborough  wrote: 

"A  halfpenny  has  just  been  brought  to  me  of  a singular  character.  It 
has  been  worn  perfectly  smooth,  and  these  legends  scratched  rather 
deeply  in  a running  hand.  On  one  side,  ’M.  Beavens  cast  for  death, 

Sep^1  14th,  1775’;  and  on  the  other,  ’Mary  Beavens,  April  12th  1776’. 

Can  anyone  throw  any  light  on  this?  Is  the  second  date  that  of  Mary 
Beavens’  death?  And  does  the  earlier  date  refer  to  some  dictum  of  a 
fortune  teller?" 

The  following  month,  three  replies  were  printed3.  The  first  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  coin  was  "the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  a spell  thrown  over  the  unlucky  M. 
Beavens."  The  writer  went  on  to  describe  a well  in  Wales  into  which,  even  as  late 
as  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  folk  used  to  cast  bits  of  metal  on  which  were 
scratched  "the  names  of  parties  who  had  rendered  themselves  obnoxious  to  their 
fellows."  The  aim  was,  of  course,  to  bring  misfortune  and  even  death  to  the  persons 
so  named. 

The  second  response,  in  part,  ran  thus: 

"The  ’cast  for  death’  penny,  belonging  to  Mary  Beavens,  is  perhaps  the 
same  as  the  death  or  dead  pence  which  used  at  one  time  to  be  common 
in  the  south  of  England,  and  are  still  sometimes  to  be  met  with  in 
Sussex,  Hampshire  and  Kent.  I remember,  some  years  ago,  meeting 
with  two  similar  pennies  stored  away  among  the  treasures  of  an  old 
bed-ridden  woman,  living  on  the  borders  of  Sussex  and  Kent.  They 
were  two  of  the  old  fashioned  heavy  pennies,  rubbed  quite  smooth,  so 
that  there  was  no  trace  left  of  either  head  or  date.  On  one  side  of  each 
was  a deeply  cut  cross,  and  on  the  opposite  side  of  one  was  the  old 
woman’s  own  name;  and  on  the  other  that  of  her  husband,  and  the  date 
at  which  he  died.  I asked  what  they  were  for;  and  she  told  me  that 
they  were  to  weigh  down  her  eyelids  when  she  was  dead;  that  she  and 
her  husband  had  made  a pair  each  on  their  wedding  day;  that  his  had 
already  been  buried  with  him,  and  that  these  were  for  her.  She 
likewise  told  me  that  silver  was  better  than  copper,  as  the  souls  of 
those  who  had  silver  on  their  eyelids  went  at  once  to  heaven  without 
waiting  anywhere...." 

The  third  response  said  simply: 
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"In  Dorsetshire  and  elsewhere,  in  the  south  of  England,  ’cast  for  death’ 
means  struck  with  death  - seized  with  the  last  mortal  illness." 

Presumably,  then,  this  means  that  Mary  Beavens  fell  ill  on  September  14th  1775  and 
died  on  April  12th  1776.  Or  does  it? 

The  debate  wasn’t  over  yet.  In  January  18724  James  Britten  of  the  British  Museum 
entered  the  fray.  He  said  that  his  father  owned  a perfectly  smooth  penny  on  one  side 
of  which  was  scratched,  ’Geor.  Hall,  cast  for  death  at  Newgate  the  7th  of  December 
1827.’  On  the  other  side  were  the  figures  of  a woman  and  child,  with  the  words, 
’Charlotte  Monday  and  her  mother.’  The  explanation  offered  by  Mr.  Britten  was  that 
such  coins  ’were  supposed  to  be  scratched  by  condemned  culprits  at  Newgate,  and 
disposed  of  for  them  by  their  friends  or  relations  in  exchange  for  the  means  of 
purchasing  little  comforts  otherwise  unattainable.’  Such  a trade  relied  on  ’the  morbid 
fondness  which  is  exhibited  for  the  relics  of  criminals.’  Mr.  Britten  doesn’t  say  what 
Charlotte  Monday  and  her  mother  have  to  do  with  all  this,  but  1 presume  they  must 
have  been  George  Hall’s  common-law  wife  and  her  daughter.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
applied  to  Mr.  Sweeting’s  coin,  September  14th  1775  would  be  the  date  of  Mary 
Beavens’  sentencing  and  April  12th  1776  that  of  her  execution.  As  Mr.  Britten  says, 
reference  to  the  Newgate  Calendar  might  resolve  the  issue,  and  indeed  it  might. 

No  more  was  forthcoming  in  the  pages  of  Notes  and  Queries  on  the  subject  of  ’cast 
for  death’  coins,  but  in  November  18745  someone  styling  himself  Crescent  raised  the 
subject  of  family  records  engraved  on  coins.  He  wrote: 

"I  have  before  me  three  pieces  of  English  money  which  have  had  their 
reverses  filed  smooth,  and  inscriptions  engraved  thereon.  The  first 
piece  is  a shilling  of  Queen  Anne,  and  the  record  inscribed  is  ’Ann 
Hopes,  born  Nov.  10th,  1777.’  The  second  piece  is  a fourpenny  bit 
(Maundy  money)  of  George  HI,  dated  1762,  on  which,  replacing  the 
figure  4 erased  from  the  reverse,  is  this  inscription:  ’Martha  Ellis, 
born  Augt.  17,  1785.’  The  third  piece  is  another  Queen  Anne’s 
shilling,  the  reverse  bearing  the  following  amatory  sonnet:- 

“ To 
My  bouI 

Ev’-V  word  conveys  a Dart, 

Thro"1  y°  Ear  into  yc  Heart; 

Every  Feature  gives  Desier, 

Ev’J  Breath  blows  up  the  Fire; 

Ev’>  Motion  charms  y°  Sight, 

Oh  ! thou  Ileav’n  of  all  Delight. 

Sarah  Wint. 

London.” 

On  a fourth  circular  piece  of  silver,  the  size  of  a shilling  (I  cannot 
exactly  determine  whether  it  was  originally  a coin),  both  sides  are 
covered  with  engraving.  On  the  obverse  is  a representation  of  a 
female,  cross  in  hand,  weeping  at  a tomb;  this  latter  displaying  these 
words,  ’Flora  Plant,  of  Leake,  died  April  10,  1845,  aged  56.’  On  the 
reverse  appears,  ’A  Present  from  his  Uncle  and  Aunt  Edw.  and 
Elizabeth  Evans  to  Will.  Baker,  in  remembrance  of  their  beloved  Sister 
and  his  affectionate  Aunt.  Lincoln,  Nov.  1,  1845.’" 
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In  January  1 87 56  one  H.D.C.  described  a rather  different  piece: 


"When  a boy  I received  from  my  great-aunt  what  looked  like  a dump, 
but  had  been  a shilling,  on  the  flattened  sides  of  which  are  engraved, 
obverse,  a figure  of  Britannia  standing  beside  an  altar  surmounted  by 
a bow  and  quiver  in  saltire,  the  altar-front  bearing  my  aunt’s  initials, 

’E  M’  (Ellen  Mackenzie);  on  the  reverse,  within  a garland,  the 
inscription- 

"Louis  XVHI 
Restored 
to  the  Throne 
of  his  Ancestors 
April,  1814.” 

This  little  piece  of  workmanship  was  executed  as  a token  of 
thankfulness  for  kindness  shown  to  the  French  prisoners  of  war  during 
their  captivity,  and  presented  to  my  aunt  on  their  release  and  departure 
for  their  native  country,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  1814." 

In  the  same  issue  someone  signing  himself  as  Laycauma  described  another  engraved 
coin  thus: 

"I  have  a George  III  shilling  (1816),  one  side  of  which  has  been  filed 
smooth,  and  some  ornamental  scrolls  and  the  following  inscription,  in 
Hebrew,  have  been  engraved  on  it:  ’1820.  Sheba,  daughter  of  Signor 
Joseph  Cohen.  May  her  memory  be  blessed.  E.C.’  A Hebrew 
Christian  friend  of  mine,  who  translated  it  for  me,  said  it  was  some 
family  token,  and  did  not  seem  to  consider  it  at  all  a curiosity." 

With  this  last  came  a lull  in  the  reporting  of  engraved  coins,  a lull  which  lasted  until 
May  19177,  when  one  "F.P.B."  reported  four  examples  in  his  possession.  All  were 
engraved  on  eighteenth  century  coins.  The  first  was  inscribed  with  the  name  of 
R.Jeatt  of  Dartmouth;  the  second  with  the  name  of  Walls,  Hereford,  "in  connexion 
with  the  crest  of  an  eagle  statant";  the  third  with  the  name  of  John  White,  Oxon,  "in 
connexion  with  the  crest  of  a horse’s  head  bridled";  and  the  last  with  the  legend 
"Maria  Isabella  Jacoba  Moretus,  obiit  23  febrii,  1768."  FPB  asked  the  readership  of 
Notes  and  Queries  for  any  information  about  the  various  persons  named,  but  so  far 
as  I know  none  was  ever  forthcoming.  Perhaps  not  surprisingly.  Like  the  vast 
majority  of  people,  they  had  probably  disappeared  into  history,  and  these  engraved 
coins  may  well  have  been  virtually  the  only  surviving  record  of  their  passing.

NUMISMATIC  EXTRACTS  FROM  SELECTED  LITERATURES 

Mr.  Urban; 

Heathfield,  Sussex,  Dec.  3,  1768. 

If  the  inclosed  rude  sketch  with  the  description,  are  worth  publication,  they  are 
at  your  service;  Perhaps  some  of  your  correspondents,  curious  in  ancient  coins,  may 
favour  the  public  with  an  explanation. 


It  is  of  a gold  coin  or  medal  somewhat  like  one  described  in  Camden’s 
Britannia,  Plate  2,  No.  9,  being  hollow  on  one  side,  and  convex  on  the  other;  on  the 
concave  side  are  five  small  figures  round  a horse;  that  over  his  back  consists  of  a 
knob  or  rising  divided  into  two  parts  by  a small  concentric  circle,  and  surrounded  by 
twelve  rays  or  oblong  dots,  so  as  to  appear  like  a flower:  Before  his  head  is  a small 
part  of  circle,  answered  by  another  under  the  tail;  (perhaps  these  would  have  been 
whole  circles  if  the  metal  had  filled  the  stamp:)  Before  his  breast  is  a circle  from 
which  issueth  a strait  line:  That  below  is  like  a spur  rowel  with  eight  points,  in  the 
perforation  of  which  arise  a small  point  or  dot. 

The  figure  on  the  convex  side  arises  from  an  indented  line,  and  is  composed 
of  several  little  circles,  dots,  and  wrenthed  lines,  intermixed,  in  a sort  of  irregular 
manner,  ending  in  three  or  four  dart-like  points. 

The  figures  are  very  well  preserved:  The  piece  is  something  less  than  my 
drawing;  weight  not  quite  a penny  weight. — Quere,  Whether  this  be  not  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  piece,  and  whether  the  marks:  ( ? ) or  o ? o thereon  are  not  a legend  in  some 
language  and  alphabet?

The  Duchy  of  Curland

The  duchies  of  Curland  and  Semgallia  originated  in  1561  with  the  final  collapse  of 
the  Livonian  Order  Knights  of  the  Sword.  The  last  grandmaster,  Gotthard  Kettler, 
threatened  by  the  Czar  Ivan  the  Terrible,  secularized  the  territory  and  placed  it  under 
the  protection  of  Poland.  In  return  he  was  created  hereditary  duke  of  the  two  duchies 
under  Polish  supervision.  The  capital  was  established  at  Mittau. 

Gotthard  was  succeeded  by  his  two  sons  Frederik  and  William,  who  after  being 
invested  by  King  Sigismund  III  of  Poland,  were  to  rule  jointly.  In  1616  William  was 
accused  of  lese  majesty  and  exiled. 

After  the  death  of  Frederik  in  1639  without  a son,  William’s  son  Jacob  ruled  from 
1639  to  1682  under  the  sovereignty  of  four  successive  kings  of  Poland.  He  died  in 
1682. 

Jacob  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Frederik  Casimir,  who  ruled  most  of  his  reign  under 
the  protection  of  King  Johann  HI  Sobieski,  the  famous  Polish  king.  With  his  death 
in  1698  Curland  coinage  ceases  for  50  years. 

Frederik  William,  Jacob’s  son  (1698-1711)  say  the  duchy  devastated  by  the  Swedish- 
Russian  wars  of  1700-1708.  In  1710  he  married  Anne,  niece  of  Peter  the  Great,  but 
died  the  following  year.  Anne  reigned  as  duchess  of  Curland  1711-1720  when  she 
became  Czarina  of  Russia.  Marshal  Saxe  was  elected  duke  but  was  able  to  maintain 
his  position  only  in  1726-1727. 

The  last  titular  Kettler  duke  William  ruled  from  1730  to  1737.  On  his  death  the 
Czarina  Anne  bestowed  the  duchy  on  her  favorite  Ernst  Johann  Biron,  a one  time 
groom  of  an  earlier  Kettler  duke.  His  fortunes  fell  on  the  death  of  Anne,  when  he 
was  arrested,  tried,  sentenced  to  be  executed,  but  was  banished  to  Siberia  and 
eventually  released  under  surveillance. 

Curland  remained  without  a duke  1741-1759  when  Prince  Charles  of  Poland  and 
Saxony  was  invested  as  ruler  by  his  king-father.  When  changes  at  the  Russian  court 
allowed  Biron  to  return  from  exile,  Charles  was  forced  to  relinquish  his  duchy  and 
titles  to  him.  Ernst  Johann  Biron  coined  only  in  1763-1765  when  King  Stanislaus 
August  closed  the  Mittau  mint.  He  ceded  the  duchy  to  his  eldest  son  Peter  in  1769 
and  died  in  1772. 

Peter  Biron  (1772-1795),  last  duke  of  Curland,  reigned  during  the  troublesome  times 
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of  the  partitions  of  Poland.  At  the  final  one  in  1795  the  duchy  passed  completely 
under  Russian  sovereignty.  The  duke  abdicated  in  favor  of  the  Czarina  Catharine  and 
retired  to  his  German  estates,  where  he  died  in  1800,  leaving  no  male  descendants.

Ibis  is  No.  10  Guvendik  Yayinlari.  that  is,  the  tenth  edition  of  this  annual 
listing  of  all  coins,  bank  notes,  tokens,  and  medals  struck  in  the  Ottoman  a 
period  from  Abdulmecid,  1839-61,  to  the  present  day  Republican  era.  | 

As  in  previous  issues  of  this  highly  successful  annual,  all  the  prices 
(values)  have  been  corrected  due  to  the  inflation  rate  of  the  Lira,  which 
presently  is  approximately  7900  equaling  one  U.S.  dollar.  A few  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  rarity  notations,  and  as  before  all  the  coins,  both 
regular  and  commemorative,  and  bank  notes  issued  in  the  past  year  have  been 
listed.  Both  coins  and  medals  are  illustrated  on  six  pages.  A new  bronze 
medal  designed  and  struck  in  France  in  honour  of  Sultan  Suleyman  (Kanuni)  is 
particularly  attractive. 

This  annual  forms  a good  supplement  to  Krause's  Standard  Catalogue  of  World 
Coins  section  on  Turkey  and  is  recommended  for  purchase.

SCME  DIE  VARIETIES  OF  THE  LARGE  CENTS  OF  BRITISH  NORTH  AMERICA  AND  CANADA. 

Spiral  binding,  41  pages,  8 1/2  x 11  inches,  without 
illustrations.  Available  fran  The  Ocnpany  of  Adventurers  Trading  Out  of 
York,  2010  Ycngs  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada,  M4S  1Z9.  Price  is  $11.50 
Canadian  postpaid. 

This  work  describes  499  major  die  varieties  and  232  minor  die  varieties  of 
Canadian  large  cents  issued  between  1858  and  1920.  Incredibly,  64  major  die 
varieties  and  189  minor  die  varieties  are  described  for  the  1859  Canadian 
large  cent  alone!  Almost  another  200  die  varieties  are  described  for 
Newfoundland  large  cents  (1865-1936)  and  the  1871  large  cent  of  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  for  the  half  cents  and  large  cents  of  News  Brunswick 
(1861-64)  and  Nova  Scotia  (1861-64) . 

A catalogue  number  is  assigned  to  each  die  variety  and  a detailed 
description  of  the  variety  follows.  A rarity  number  frcm  one  to  ten  is 
given  for  each  die  variety. 

Veteran  Ontario  numismatist  Jack  Griffin  has  sjpent  45  years  of  research  to 
produce  this  volume  and  his  efforts  were  well  worthwhile.

The  drawing  inclosed  ( See  Plate,  annexed)  are  the  two  sides  of  a piece  of  coin, 
lately  found  in  a garden,  in  Earls  Colne,  in  Essex.  It  has  the  appearance  of  copper,

except  in  some  few  places  where  it  has  been  a little 
chaffed,  from  which  there  is  a reason  to  suspect  it  to 
brass.  It  is  thiner  than  a new  shilling,  and  very  light. 
I have  copied  the  legend  of  it  exactly  as  falsely  spelt: 
But  you  may  be  at  a loss  to  guess  at  the  three  figures 
on  one  of  the  sides,  as  I have  drawn  them,  unless  I tell 
you  they  are  intended  for  Elephants  upon  Crowns,  as 
they  appear  plain  enough  upon  the  coin  itself.  Part  of 
the  principal  figure  on  the  other  side  is  defaced,  so  that 
I cannot  be  sure,  whether  there  was  or  was  not 
originally  the  figure  of  a woman  sitting  upon  the 
moniter,  as  the  reference  underneath  it  imports. 


If  any  of  your  correspondents  would  communicate 
their  conjectures  as  to  the  time  when,  the  place  where, 
and  the  occasion  upon  which  it  was  coined,  with  any 
other  observations  that  may  occur  to  them,  such  a 
favour  may  be  entertaining  to  many  of  your  readers, 
and  would  be  particularly  so  to  Yours.
